The cotton crop of the South, though 
forming the basis of the largest portion of 
the. commerce. of: the civilized world, and 
furnishing subsistence and employment as 
well as ‘clothing to a vast. proportion of its 
population, is tlie subject of unecasing and 
vielent flactuatians, unknown to other arti- 
cles of commerce, and originating often in 
utterly false estimates and-misrepresentations. 

I cannot spenk ‘in (vo Btrong terms of de- 
nunciation of. the ill judged, premature, and 
purely conjectural estimates of the crop that 
are annually sent out-and almost invariably 
work mischief to consumers as well as pro- 
ducers, and often to those who thoughtlessly 
make then. If estimates are necessary they 
ought to enumerate from a_ reliable source 
and not from those who, in the very nature 
of things, cannot have either the data or the 
opportunity to make them even approximate - 
ly correct. 

These reports should originate with the 
plantets themselves at a time and in a form 
to command . public confideuce. . ‘This can 
be done only throuzh Agricultural Associa- 
tions regularly organized and judiciously 
conducted, and doubt that it 
would go far, if generally adopted, in prevent- 
ing those frequent and violent fluctuations, so 
disastrous to all. , 

~The Agricultural Association of the South, 
recently. organized, has this, | understand, 
| for-one of its objects, and is entitled to our 
hearty wid and_concurrence, It is to be 
hoped that our own Society, and all similars 
ones, will be represented in ils meeting in 
Colambia in December next. 

. England, the gréat consumer of our sta- 
ple, has, for'years, been looking out for other 
sources from which she may supply herself, 
and will leave no effurt untried to accam- 
plished het object, and free herself from de- 
pendence on us for this the basis of her 
manutacturing and: commercial supremacy. 
There are many in our own country, too, 
who regard us with a jealous eye, on ac- 
count of ourslave labor, and -indeed almost 
the whole civilized world, is disposed to 
held us under the ban for the same reason. 
Hence an additional reason for active, in- 
telligent, and working Agricultural Societies, 
which, promoting improvement and progress, 
will atthe same tims, cement the ligaments 
that unite our widely dispersed brotherhvod 
and guard with intelligent. zeal its highest 
intérests. The fanaticism which builds its 
faith npon Uncle Tomisms and displays its 
humanity in weeping over the imaginary 
woes of the slave, while it ‘turns a deaf ear 
to the ery Of distress around its-own doors, 
will:prove harmless to us, while we con- 
tinue as intelligent planters, actively-alive 
to our own interests and organized for their 
protection, to produce the cotton bales that 
sway the destinies of the commercial world. 
In these cotton bales we possess the long 
sought lever of Archimedes, by which the 
world may be moved, and need ‘only intelli- 
gence and concert to use it with success. 


no one cai 


Isolated, as we are in many. respects, from 
the rest of mankind, ‘still with activity, in- 
telligence, and ‘concert, we have nothing to 
fear, but may yet coutrol the destinies of 
civilized society. 

In order to accomplish this, as. well as 
other less important objects, Societies must 
be organized, the aids of education and 
science called in, and every availeble ageacy 
far the improvement of the soil, the perfec- 
tion of cultivation, the economizing of labor, 
and facilitating iutercourse with the world, 
be brouglit into requsition. It will he .nec- 
essary that we know not only how to make. 
cotton, but how to make it cheap i in order 
to defy competition: 

We must seek new markets, encourage in 


every way we can its consumption, favour 
unrestricted commerce, and aid all those 
modern appliances which are fast erasing 
national distinctions and spreading civiliza- 
tion over the glohe. 

Such, gentlemen, are my views on the 
subjects of Agricultural Societies and their 
objects, and although presenting a wide field 
for labor, it is no wider than our circum- 
stances and the spirit of the age réquires. 
We live in active times, and an age of un- 
precedented energy. We, too, have our 
task to perform, and our Society, though 
small in number, constitutes a part of that 
great Agricaltural. interest bearing so im- 
portant a relation to the destinies of the 
world. Though we cannot accomplish a 
revolution, with zeal and perseverance we 
may bring about much good, and at least 
contribute our humble mite to the great 
cause of Southern Agricultural-advancement 
and security.

THE EMPRESS JOSZ SPHINE. 

Headley’s Life of the Empress Josephine 
has been before the public for months, butit- 
was but recently that we have heen able to 
vive.it a careful perusal, Thé- work affords 
an excellent portraiture of one of the most 
lovely characters that the world has ever 
seen—an honor to her’sex, and a fit model 
for imitation by woman in every rank and 
condition of life, ‘Thé history of Josephine 
partakes greatly of the nature of romance. 
Of humble origin, she was early in life mar- 
ried to Viscount Beauharnais, by whom she 
was introduced at the Court of Queen Maria 
Antoinette. [er husband, after. playing a 
conspicuous part ip the first period of the 
French Revolution, was imprisoned by the 
Jacobins and afterwards perished ‘by the 
cruelty of Robespierre. Josephine was 
and would no doubt 
have shared the same fate, had not that tyrant 
fell a vietim to the rage of the infuriated 
people. 

A few months after thiéee events, Jose- 
phine met for the first time in the saloons of 
Paris, the youthful Napoleon. Whether the 
beauty of ber person or the rank with which 
the marriage would endow him, was the pri- 
mary cause of his proposal, is yet in doubt ; 
perhaps, both motives influenced him.— 
However this may be, the proposition was 
made -and accepted, and Josepine became 
his wife, about two years after the death of 
her first husband. “Twelve days after the 
ceremony, Napoleon left bis Lride to enter 
upon that career of success, the parallel to 
which no age or country can furnish. 

“To trace the footsteps of this victorious 
chieftain tothe goal of his ambitious de- 
signs and startling conquests, is not our ob- 
ject. . Indeed, all this is as familiar to the 
reader, asit was when the roar of the last 
cannon died upon the field of Waterloo. 
First the successful General then the First 
Consul of the Republic, with a people obe- 
dient to his will and a soldiery devoted to 
his interests, lhe rose rapidly to the throne and 
to the sceptre of a vast Empire. 

Josephive, up to this point, had been his 
faithful wife, bis devuted friend, his loving 
companion, With his own hand he. had 
crowned her Empress. His heart, to use 
Headley’s expression, had often turned from 
the spoils of victury and the applause of mil- 
lions to meet the smile ofher approval, But 
now, it suited the wishes of the ambitious 
Emperor to unite the destinies of his Em- 
pire with those ofa royal family and render 
his throne “perpetual.” In his coronation 
speech, he said, “my descendants shall long 
sit upon this throne.” It is not to be won-

dered at that these words fell like a knell of, 


terror upon the heart of poor Josephine. 
She held a giddy height. ‘The world envied 
her, but little did it know the bitterness of 
her-bosom as she saw the hour draw nigh 
when a separation between Napeleon and 
herself would be inevitable. The history of 
this trying period is full of interest, and asa 
specimen of the author’s powers of narration, 
we give his own words: 

“That Napoleon was proud of Josephine 
and that he loved her, we may not doubt. 
As his Empress, receiving the homage of his 
court to her rare elegance. of person and 
manners, he doubtless admired her; but it 
was the heartof Josephine which he loved. 
Hers was a warmth of affection rarely com- 
hined with so mueh-cultare and stren th of 
inteilect, and, contrary to the opinion of 
some, we are constrained.to believe, that it 
was this which enabled her to exercise over 
the Emperor so controlling'a power. It was 
a rare thing for Napoleon to beloved.’ The 
affection of -Josephine was thus especially 
gratifying to his stern nature. Knowing 
that she loved him fondly, truly, devotedly, 
and perceiving in her, as he did, all those 
qualities of person and intellect which could 
command his admiration, it was impossible 
for him to fail in having a corresponding af- 
fection for her in return. - We have the 
best evidence that Napoleon not only admir~ 
ed, but loved his wife, and:the tale is a sin- 
gular and sad one, which we «are compelled 
to relate, how his heart. grew cold toward 
Josephine as he- yathered in and »centered 


once more upon himself the affection which 


only one being besides himself had ever 
shared. It addsa fresh coloring to the am- 
bition and self-love of that wonderful man, 
who could stride with equal ease over a 
heart whieh he had broken and a throne 
which he had crushed. The coolness with 
which the Emperor now began to regard 
Zosephine was of slow growth, 

After mentioning sundry facts to evidence 
this gradual decay of affection, our author 
proceeds: 

“ Nothing, however, could swerve the Em- 
peror from his purpose, and Josephine saw, 
from day to day, that her influence over him 


was declining. It wasa humiliating thought 


to her, that her attendants noticed this, and. 


ber waiting maids had already begun to re- 
gard herinthe light of a repudiated wife. 
‘In what self-constraint,’ said she, ‘did I pass 
the period during which, though no longer 
his wife, I was obliged to appear so to all 
eyes! Ah! what looks were those which 
the courtiers siffered to fall upon me.’ . The 
private passage way between her apartments 
and the Emperor’shad been closed by his 
orders, and the free and joyous intercourse 
which they had frequently held together 
seemed passed forever. A dark shadow res- 
ted over the path of Josephine, and she mov 
ed slowly forward into its ever deepening ob-, 
scurity, groupin for light amid the chaos. of 
happiness which once was hers. The lan. 
guage of her thoughts was, as one English 
poet expressed it—- 

‘Like the lily, 
That once was mistress of the field & flourish‘d, 
I'll hang my head and perish.’ 

“ Bonaparte enJeavored to act his: part 
without hetraying his emotion, but it was if 
vain. ‘The strongman, who had smiled i 
the face of danger and death, trembled as ie 
drew near the closing scenes of this strange 
drama: Some have represented him as ap- 
pearing to act a cotnedy, and to pass with 
perfect calmness through the ordeal ; but this 
is ouly an outside. view of the picture. It 
was no farce that made Napoleon Bonaparte 
weepin his chamber, while his whole frame 
shook with the emotions which were wildly 
struggling in his breast. But th> iron hand 
of destiny which had impelled him on in the 
career. of glory, and still pointed toa brighter 
eminence beyond—and he could not resist it. 
The die wes cast, his resoulution was irreyo-~ 
cably taken, and though, while he should car. 
ry it into action clouds might gather upon 
his sky, they would roll away, leaving © his 
path the clearer and brighter, in contrast 
with the transient eclipse. | 

“It was the last day of November, that 
he formally announced his purpese to Jose- 
phine. He had previously urged. ber to 
consent to the divorce, but had. never before 
positively told her that she must ccase to be 
his wife. Upon this day dinner had been 
served as usual, to which the Emperor and 
Empress sat down. Josephine had been 
weeping all the morning, and to conceal the 
tears which were still falling, she appeared 
at the dinner table wearing ahead dress 
which completely shaded the upper part. of 
her face. The dinner was one. merely of 
form. The viands were brought on and re- 
moved, but neither Josephine nor Bonaparte 
tasted the luxuries or uttered a word. Once 
or twice their eyes met, but were instantly 
averted, each fearing to read the look Which 
revealed the. spirit’s struggle. Josephine 
saw that her sunlight had passed away, and 
felt that the storm would quickly spend its 
wrath upon her, 

“The dinner ceremony concluded, the 
Emperor rose, and Josephine followed him 
mechanically into the adjoining saloon.—- 
Napoleon ordered all the attendants to retire, 
and for a few moments they werealone, and 
both were silent, Josephine instinctively 
apprehended her fate; but as she watched 
the changing expression of Bonaparte’s 
countenance, and read through these. the 
struggles of his soul a single ray of hope 
darted athwart the, gloom. _.Would he, 
could he cast ker away? But all hope fled 
as she saw his features settle into a look of 
stern resolve, and her spirit sank within ber 
for she knew that her hour had come. ~Ap- 
proaching her with trembling steps the Em- 
peror gazed at her for a moment, then took 
her hand and laid it upon his heart, as he said : 
‘Josephine! my good Joséphine, you know 
how I have loved you; it is-to you, to you 
alone, that I owe the few moments of hap- 
piness I have known in the world. -Juse- 
phine, my destiny is more powerful than my 
will; my rarest affections must yield té the 
interests of France.’ ‘Say no mage? said 
the Empress, ‘I expected this ;"] oNGERtand 
and feel for you, but the stohe is not the 
less mortal.’ ._ Josephine stopped ; she. tried 
to say more, but the appalling vision of her 
doom choked her.utterance. She.endeavored 
to command her feelings, but they were too 
strong to tie“restrained, and sobbing out, 
‘Oh, no, you cunnot surely do it! you would 
not kill me !’—she sank upon the floor, over- 
come with the weight of her calamity. Na- 
poleon; alarmed for her safety, threw open 
the doors of the saloon and called for help. 
The court physician was instantly suntmon- 
ed, and committing the hapless Empress to 
his care, the author of her misery shut him- 
self up in his cabinét, with feelings kiiown 


only to Him. whose omniscient eye ‘ searches 


the hearts of the chNdren,of men.’

“The fatal day was not to be averted.— 
It came, and notwithstanding her previous 
fortitude the bléw fell with a crushing weight 
A stupor, as though death 
were fastening his arrow in her heart, came 
She was the gay and lovely 
Josephine no longer. She lost the self- 
control which she lad with so much conflict 


upon her soul. 


over her. 


gained, and was again a weak, broken heart- 
ed woman, helpless and comfortless; a vine 
reaching furth its tendrils for the support 
whence it was iudely torn. The divorce 
took place ou the 15th of December, 1809.” 

The after lite of the unhappy Josephine 
can be summed up in a few words. She 
lived in retirement at Malmaison, retaining 
the title of Empress. Her life was spent in 
relieving the necessities of the poor and in 
the suciety of a few devoted friends. She 
witnessed the reverse of Napoleon’s fortunes 
and shed tears of anguish over his dewnfall 
—always continuing his sincerest and most 
devoted fried. In the spring of 1814, that 
fatal year, which witnessed his complete dis- 
comfiture, he soughther quiet retreat; and 
amid the gloom of darkening disaster they 
wept together. It was then, that looking 
upon her.sad and loving face, he uttered 
those memorable words: “ Oh, I have been 
as fortunate as ever was man on the face of 
the earth; but to-day, now, when a storm is 
gathering over my head, I have not, oh 
Jesephine,in the wide world, any one but 
you upon whom [ can repose!” 

Josephine died on the 29th of May, 1814. 
Twenty thousand persons from various parts 
of Franee, came tc look upon the face of the 
illustrious sleeper, and when the concourse 
followed her to the grave, sovereigns led the 
procession and two thousand poor creatures 
of misfortune and penury formed the last 
company of mourners—deeply lamenting 
the loss of their benefactress. Her monu- 
ment is unadorned marble. She is repre- 
sented in royal robes, in the attitude of kneel- 
ing, and the inseription apon it,--

THE PAUPER DEAD OF NEW YORE. 

It may be truly said that we are often 
more unaware of an occurrence in our own 
vicinity, than those which are transpiring at 
a distance. Probably few of our citizens are 
acquainted with the manner in which the 
poor of this city are stowed away after “they 
have shuffled off this mortal coil.” The 
verdant hills and dells of Greenwood, are on- 
ly for those who have fought life briskly and 
profitably enough to gain “ the few shining 
pebbles” which are necessary to purchase a 
resting-place in that aristocratic city of the 
dead. The pcor, who have been forced to 
succumb in the battle of life to over power- 
ing influences—it may be while fighting vi- 
goruusly, aye, even desperately, with their 
grim enemies, poverty and want and have at 
last fallen in the strife, beroft of friends and 
fortune; are buried in Potter’s Field, in large 
trenches dug fur the purpose—their only ep- 
itaphs being a number on their coffins, which 
is entered on the cemetery register like the 
arrivals at abotel. ‘The trench in which the 
bodies are placed, it is stated, is two hun- 
dred feet in length, fifteen in width, and four- 
teen in depth, and into this are packed three 
thousand coffins, in six, and sometimes eight 
tiers, One pitis now full, and another has 
been commenced, which already contains 
shout four hundred bodies. Some sixty or 
eighty are interred here every week. Accor- 
ding to the rules at Potter’s Field, it appears 
that, after a person has been buried, his 
friends may claim his remains, and the au- 
thorities are bound to search among the vast 
number of coffins until they find the right 
one, It would appear that the process of 
attaining the body, is very much like the 
manner in which a person finds a friend 
atahotel. We can imagine a weeping 
mother, who, having lost a son, and having 
been at the time of his death, too poor to bu- 
ry him decently, at length, by hard labor 
and careful saving, has scraped together a 
sufficient sum to ransom his body from a 
pauper’s grave, and bury him beside other 
loved ones in a less frequented spot. She 
goes there, and with trembling hands, looks 
over the register, until she reaches 47, the 
number of his coffin. ‘The clerk immediate- 
ly sings out to Jim, Jack or Patrick the wai- 
ters of this hotel of the dead, tosee if No.. 
47 be in. But the process of getting No. 47 
is not so easy a matter as may. be supposed. 
Frequently a great many Coffins have to .be 
hauled over before they come'to. the one for 
which they are searching ; and last summer 
in one instance, one hundred were removed, 
and six days were expended, in seeking fo 
the body ofa-man who had been dead six 
weeks!

sembling again, under the most auspicious 
_cireumstances, to legfslate upon the affairs of 
South Caroliha, and by the enactinent of new 
Jaws, and the establishment of fresh prece- 
dents for her future government, to promote 
her moral and social welfare, improve and 
develop het internal vesources, and to in- 
crease her commercial and political impor- 
tance among neighboring States and nations. 

Whilst the Constitution, under whose pro- 
visions you are here assembled, imposes up- 
on you that highest of all social responsibili- 

ties, the task ‘to provide for the welfare of 
the people of the commonwealth, upon me 
devolves the subordinate ob‘igation to lay 
before you, from time to time, information of 
‘its condition, and to make such recomimen- 
dations as I shal] judge necessary and expe- 
dient.

In 
it the system of-coercion was abolished toa 
greater extent. than any other similar estab- 
lishment ;-the personal comforts of the pa- 
tieuts more amply provided for; and the 
wholé system, as formerly adopted in the 
Bicetre and’ Salpetriere, where the insane 
were qnlitian condemned felons or brutes, 
was superseded by a more gentle and humane 
treatment. Bat since that period, whilst this 
institution, from the character of the build- 
ing erected for the ‘accommodation of pa- 
tients, fogetlier with its unfavorable location 
and the limited extent-of the grounds about 
it, has from’ necessity remaived | stationary, 
others, both.in this. country and in Europe, | 
have left it far behind in the improvements

From the confined limits of the ground, & 
the necessity for fresh air and exercise for 
the inmates of the Asylum, permission has 
been given to a portion of them to walk on 
the public highway and in the streets under 
careful restrictions ; but such liberty has al- 
ways been attended with results so unplea- 
sant and injurious, that the authorities bave 
been forced to limit their movement to cir- 
cuinscribed courts ofa single acre of ground, 
where 170 patients are assembled, and so 
shut in by building and wall as.almost to 
exclude from them the pure air of heaven, 
and hide from their view its blue sky. 

‘Lhe imstitution has been managed, in my 
opinion, with great judgment and ability. 
I believe that no body of Regents in any Asy- 
lum are more able or enlightened in their 
views than those who preside over the affuirs 
of this. I believe them to he active 
nevolentin the discharge of their duties. So 
also with the Physician ana Superintendent. 
‘They make the best use of the means and 
appliances which are afforded them. But 
under more favorable legislation at your 
hands they can achieve more. It is an ascer- 
tuined fact that, in a properly constructed 
building, located in the country, with sufh-

During the past year the sum of $30,000 
was appropriated to you to enlarge the Asy- 
tum.

A mod- 
erate. appropriation by the ‘State annually, 
with the sam already in the bands of the Re- 
gents, willin the course of a few years erect 
new and improved buildings, in @ situation 
better adapted to the ends in. view. When 
such a new building has been made ‘to pro- 
cress towards; completion,- the State can be 
refunded to the extent of a portion of its out- 
Jay by the sale of the present Asylum pro- 
perty, which ts valuable, and becoming more 
so daily, with the inerease in the value of 
real estate in the toavn, 

-At your last session an appropriation of 
Fifty~Thousand Dollars wa3.made for the 
continuation of the construction of the new 
Capitol, and during the past year. the work 
has progressed to an extent commensurate 
wtth the amount appropriated. The plans 
lave all been pertected by. the skill ofa 
competent architect, who has algo the super- 
vision with the Commission of the whole 
work, Ample and convenient arrangements 
are made forall the departments of the State 
Government, and the building, when comple- 
ted, will be one of the most elegant, commo.. 
dious and desirable in the Union. Every 
improvement which modern skill has devised 
has been incorporated. jn the plans. The 
granite of which it is construct-d 13 found in 
great abundance convenient to the work. 
If completed upon the plans already deter- 
mined upon, (at a cost in my judgment hy 
no means unreasonable,) this edifice will be 
fresh in its. massive strength and” beauty 
whey, many generations shall have passed 
away, aad will remain for ages a monument 
of your taste, State pride, and hiberality. I 
recommend such jiberal ‘appropriations as 
will warrant an uctive and energetic prose- 
cution of the work, and insure its eaily com- 
pletion.
